Debate Long and Farnest, Opponenta
of the Extreme Measure Necking to
Becare Passage of the Com-
mittes's Subatitute.

WASHINOTON, Dec. 7—The house today
passed the Growt olemargarine bill by »
of 196 1o #2. e substitute offered by
the minority of the commitiee on agricul-
ture, which fmponed naditlonal restrictions
on the male of oleomurgarine to prevent
fita fraudulent salé as butter and Inereased
the penalties for violation, waus defeated by
R vola of 118 to 178  The bill as passed
maken articles known as oleomargarine,
butterine, imitation butter or Imitation
cheens transported into any state or ter-
ritory for consumption or sale subject to
the polles power of such state or territory,
but prevents any state or territory from
forbldding the transportation or sale of
®ich product when produced and sold free
from coloration in imitatlon of butter, The
L1l inereassd the tax on oleomargarine
calored In tmitation of butter from 2 to 10
conts per pound and decreases the tax on
olemargarine uncolored from 2 cents to
of & cont per pound.

Object of the B

A long and Intaresting debate preceded
the vote, in the course of which those
who favored the Grout bill elalmed the ad-
ditlonn) tax on colored oleomargarine was
the only effective remedy for preventing
fraud upon the public, while those who op-
posed It contended that fraud would be
prevented by the substitute and that the
real purposa of the CGrout bill was to de.
stroy the oleo Industry. Those who par-
ticipated In the debate were Measrs, Henry,
republican of Conanecticut; Grout, republl-
can of Vermont; Lamb, demoerat of Vir-
ginla;, Dosvidson, republican of Wiscensin,
and Tawney, republican of Minunesota, In
faver of the bill; and Messrs. Wadsworth,
republican of New Yeork; Lorimer, repub-
lean of Tllinols; Balley, republican of Kan-
san; Grosvenor, republican of Ohlo; Wil-
llams, democrat of Misalssippl; Foster,
democrat of Illinols, and Balley, democrat
of Texas, against It

Mr. Payne, chalrmen of the ways and
menns commities, gave notlce at the closs
of the sesslon that he would eall up the
war revenue reduction act after the dis-
posal of the legislative appropriation bill
next weel, probably on Tuesday,

Mr. Henry of Connecticut, who
wns In  charge of the Grout meas-
ure, opened the debate in Its
support. He explained the features of
the blll. The locreans of the tax on col-
ored Imitation butter, he sald, the majority
of the committes on agriculture belloved
was absolutely necessary to protect the
dairy luterests of the country. Mr. Henry
produced figures to show that the cost of
munutacturing oleomargarine, {including
the payment of the present internal revenus
tax of 2 cents, was not more than 10 cents
& pound.

Mr. Wadsworth of New York, chalrman of
the committes on agriculture, who, with six
other members of the committes, signed the
minority report agatnst the Grout bill, ex-
plained the substitute which the minority
would offer for It. Mr. Wadaworth asserted
with the greatust emphasis that the minor-
iLy wero just as oarnest in their desire to
provent the fraud now practiced In the sale
of imitation butter as the majority could
be. rence was that the minor
ity rec L value of oleomargarine
as a whalesome and nutritious article of
food pud entitled to a place as a food prod-
uet. He charged that thé purpose of the
supporters of the Grout bill was to destroy
the manufacture of oleomargarine, not to
regulate ita sale,

Author Defenda His Measure.

Mr, Grout of Vermont, the author of the
bill, at this polnt assumed charge of tho
measure and spoke In support of it. He
declared that the purpose of the bill was to
suppress fraud In the sale of & food prod-
uot by preventing the coloring of oleomar-
garine in imitation of butter. Mr. Grout
sald he dfd not think that the enactment
of the subsatitute would prevent fraud {m the
sale of oleomargmrine.

The eauss of the enormous amount of
fraud and the fllegal selling of oleomar-
garine, he sald, was due to the great profits
derived from the sale of the imitation, be-
cause of (ts absolute counterfelt of butter.
Thirty-iwo states already had absolutely
forbidden the manufacture and sale of oleo-
margarine colored ia Imitation of butter, he
sald, and this fact proved conclusively the
policy of a large majority of the people
against the existenos of imitation butter In
counterfeit form. Mr. Henry went ex-
haustively into the figures as to tho cost of
manufacturing the article to show that, In-
cluding the payment of the present internal
revenus tax of 2 cents, It was not more than
10 cents & pound. Mr. Henry sald the in-
creass of the tax wbuld provent the large
profits which were the Incentive to violate
the lawa of the states and government and
defraud innocent purchasers, while the re-
duction of the tax on oleomargarine in its
natural color would enable those who de-
sired to consume It to procure it at & lower
cost than heretofore.

Wadaworth Speaks Against Bl

Mr. Wadsworth of New York, chalrman of
tha committes on agriculture, who, with =ix
Other members of the committes, signed
the minority report agalnst the Grout bill,
nsserted with emphasis that the minority
were just as carnest in thelr deslre to pre-
vent the fraud now practiced ims the sale
of imitation butter as the majority could
be. The only difference wan that the
minority recognized the wvalue of oleomar-
gurine as & wholesome and nutritious ar-
tigle of food and entitled to u place &8s &
food product. In support of this statement
he read the testimony of m number of
scientifio men, He charged that the pur-
pose of the supporters of the Grout bill was
to destroy the mwanufacture of oleomar-
garine, not to regulute its eale. The bill
prepared by the minority, he added, would
eliminate al} possibility of fraud by com-
pelling the aale of oleomargarine in original
packages of one or two pounds, stamped
with the word “oleomargarine’”’ and hwearlng
the interpal xevenue tux stamp and im-
posing additional and heary penalties for
violations of the law.

Mr. Qrout, In support of the bill, declared
that Its purpose was to suppress fraud I(n
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the sale of a food produet by preventing the
coloring of oleomargarine in Imitation of
butter. Owver 104,000,000 pounds of oleamar-
garine had been manufactured and sold last
year. That was about one-ninth of the
total econsumption of the United Etates.

"o you not think that the ennctment of
the subsatitute would prevent fraud in the
sale of oleomurgarine?” asked Mr. Burke of
Texan

“1 do not,'”" replied Mr. Grout. "The pub-
fle would have no more protection than it
has now."”

«Amall Cost of Dleomargarine,

Mr. Grout produced figures to show that
olaomargarine cost less than § cents a
pound and was worked off on the public by
the retaller at from I8¢ to 30¢ & pound. He
gave a practical fllustration of the mmnner
in which oleo Is aold by having brought Into
the house a boxfull of packages of what
looked Hkpe butter. Each was wrapped in
brown wrapping peper. The packages
were pansed around and after they had bosu
examined Mr. Grout defied any one to tell
whoether they contained butter or oleomnar-
garine. Then he turned up a corner of the
wrapping paper which had beea apparently
carelessly folded down and dlaplayed the
printed sign “oleomargarine.’

Mr. Lorimer of lllinoils ninde a vigorous
spesch In opporition Lo the blll. He alse
gave a practical tllustration of the sale of
oleo undor the exiating law, undor the
Grout LIl and the minority substitute,

Mr. Grout Interrupted, to ask bhow it would
be ponsible to color oleo under his bill and
sell it for butter,

Mr. Lorimer repliod that the 10-cent tax
would be an additional incentive to people
desiriag t¢ commit fraud by coloring the
olronmiargarine,

Mr. Balley of Kansas supported the sub-
stitute. He w»ald that lsboring men from
all parts of the country had protested to
the committes against the Grout bill

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohlo opposed the Grout
bill, which he sald was designed to destroy
one Industry for the benefit of another, He
suld that It the manufaclure of oleomargn-
rine wae destroyed, ag the bill would de-
atroy it, the cost of butter would Incremse
25 per cent to the laboring man,

Mr, Lumb of Virginla and Mr, Davidsen
of Wisconsin supported the bill,

Legal Phanes of the Law.

Mr. Willlams of sissippl, a member of
the agricultural commiites, who favored
the substitute, devoted considerable time
to the legal end constitutional phases of the
proposed legislation. He sald he was wiil-
Ing to stamp out fraud not omly in the sale
of olog, but of Vermont maple syrup and
every other food product.

Mr. Tawney of Minnenoth, who has been
closely ldentifled with the proposed legls-
lation, closed the general debate with n
fifteen-minute speech In favor of the Grout
bill.

The bill was then read for amendment
under the five-minute rule and many mem-
bers wecured reccgnition for the purpose
of extending their remarks in the Record.

Mr. Bartlett of Georgia moved to strike
out the proviso that nothing In the bill
should be construed to permit any state
to forbld the manufacture or sale of oleo-
margarine in such form as would advise the
consumer of its real character, free from
coloration, The amendment waa lost, 48
to 117. An amendment was adopted provid-
ing that the act should go Into effect July
1, 1801,

Balley Calls the Bill a Fraud,

Mr. Balley of Texas, closed the debate
against the blll. He contended that the
pretensa of the blll—that it was to pre-
vent fraud—was Itself a fraud.

Mr. Wadsworth of New York, on behalt
of the minority of the committee, then of-
fered the substitue prepared by the minor-
ity.

The subsitute was defeated, 118 to 178. The
blll was then passed, 198 to D2,

PORTO RICAN SO0ON ARRIVES

Island's Commissioner Now Emvoute
to Washingtea and Diplomats
Wender What Hias Sintus Is.

WABHINGTON, Deo, 7.—The commis-
sloner from Porte Rico, Mr, . Degutau, re-
cently clected by the people of the island
to represent them in congress and |a Wash-
ington generally. s expected at the house
of representatives in a few days and & large
amount of mall Is being held for him by the
houso ofticiale. Representative Cooper of
Wisconsin, chalrman of the Insular com-
mittee, will make him at heme in the quar-
ters of that commitiee. His atatus on the
floor is somewhat doubtful. He s desig-
pated In the law os a "resident’” and s to
recelve a salary of §5,000 annually. On fil-
ing his credentials with the State depart-
ment he is jo recelve ofcial recoguition by
ail departments. There la no provision for
his sdmission to the floor of the house or
for participation In dobates similar to the
provision for delegates from territories. It
is expected, however, that he will advise
and assist committees concernlng Porto
Rican legislation, and steps may bo takea
to ndmit him to the floor, From the for-
warding of the commissioner's mall Lo the
house of representatives it Is taken that
he will give considerable attention to leg-
felation for Porto Rico. Mr. Degetau is a
citizem of the island and speaks and writes
Engliah, L]

A  poculiar question has arisen as to
whother Mr. Degetau becomes commissioner
it once, or comes In, like the newly elocted
members of congress, on March 4 next. The
law provided for an election in Porto Rico
last month and svery {wo years thersafter,
the apparent Intention being to have the
commissioner begin his service with mem-
bers ©f congreas om the succeeding March
4. But there is no provision postponing the
term to March 4 and he probably will be
entitled to ofMcial recognition and salary as
soon as be rejporis,

Military Academy to Have Attention,

Developmenis Iin Executive Session.

The developments in the seante In ex-
ecutlve session today In connection with
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty were:

An amendment was offered by Senator
Teller siriking out the treaty prohiditing
against the fortification of the Nicaraguan
canal when coostructed.

A speechh by Benator Teller In opposition
to the treaty.

The agreemont for a vote on the commit-
teo amendment was secured soon after the
excvoutive sesslon began., It was reached
by unanimous conggnt as tho result of a
request made by Senator Lodge.

Benator Lodge did not ask to have a
date fixed for a vole upon the treaty itself,
belleving that the fate of the measure will
be determined by the result of the vote
upen the amendment,

Senator Morgan In his speech went over
the sams grounds covered by him yesterday,
saying he desired simply to clear up some
misapprehensions concerning his position,

Teller in Opponition.

Benator Teller #poke for about two hours,
glving notlce of his amendment at (he be-
gioning of his address. The amendment
suggested relates to section 7 of article il of
the treaty. As that sectlon mow stands, it
rends as follows:

No_fortifications shall be ereoted ocom-
manding the canal or the waters adjacent,
The United Btatey, however, shall be nt
liberty to maintain such military polles
along the canal as ma necessary (o
pr‘o‘tmt 1t agalnst lawlessness and dis-
order,

The Colorado senator's anf¥ndments pro-
vides for the striking out of the first pen-
tence of this provision and for verbal
changes in the remalning portion, making
it read an follows:

The United Btates ahall be at liberty to
maintain such military force along the
canal as may necessary to protect It
against lawlessness and disorder,

Mr, Teller contended that If the United
Btates desired to bulld the capal it should
proceed to do mo without tryl to mecure
the consent of Great Britain. He sald that
the aopinlon of Becretary Hay that the abro-
gation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty was
nocessary as a preceding performance after
all was only the opinion of one man and he
queted from public documents to show that
former secretaries of state had diftered In
thelr opinlons in this respect. He also
showed that fn gome Instunces there had
been breaches of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty.
He quoted Secretary Evarts as saylog “that
tha guaranty of neutrality Is one
thing, while the question 8 un-
settled and quite another when the
canal shall be opened fo the interests, am-
bitlon and cupidity of the commerclal na-
tions and s ocoupled by populations of for-
eign allegiance and discordant habits.'

Becretary Blalne also war ‘quoted on the
same point.

Replying to Benator Morgan, Seator Teller
expressed the opinion that Great Britaln
never permits her resentment of Indepen-
dent action by the United Statea to lead her
to begin hostilities, because her materfal
interest in maintaining peace with this
country is too great, but he argued that to
ank England's assent to the construction
of the canal was to admit that that coun-
try had a right to express dissent. That
poaition, he sald, never would be acoepted
by the peopla of this country.

SPECIAL COIN FOR FILIPINO

Little Brown fOslander's Ignorance
Obliges Cabinet to Consider Plan
of Minting Distinet Dollars.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The cablnet
meeoting today was largely devoted to a
discussion of the question of colnage for
the Philippines islands, and, aa a result, it
is probable the secretary of war will re-
quest a hearing on the subject before one
of the committees of congress. Nearly all
the business of the lslands {s traneacted
In Mexican dollars and army commissaries
and others supplled with United Blates
money are at (imes greatly embarrassed in
making purchases from the Fillpinos, by the
fact that, knowing nothing of our money or
its value, the latter often refuse to accept
It, The proposition which seems to have
met with favor by the administration is to
purchase sllver bulllon ait the present mar-
ket price and coin it into distinctive dollars
having a gold value of about B0 cents each.
These dollars probably will contain a little
lesa sllver than the present standard dol-
lare. The scheme has not yet been worked
out in all of Its detalls, but, as there is at
préesent a government coloage mint In
Manila, it is hoped that by the early action
of congress the new coins may be put In
clrculation before a great while, possibly be-
fore the winter s over.

The cabinet also discussed the housa dill
revising the war revenue not which proposes
s cut of about $40,000,000 in the revenues.

There is no difference of opinlon among
the members of the administration on this
subject, all thinking the cut is too deep
and agreelng that it would be unwise in
the extreme to make tho cut greater than
$30,000,000.

BID 0N BATTLESHIPS

(Continued from First Page.)

To meat the contingency that the bids may
be lo excess of the authorized cost, the bid-
ders were, however, Invited to submit plans
in each case for each of the ahips.

The sheathed vessels are to he of 15,000
tons displacement, with a length of 435
feet, breadth of seventy-six feet, ten lnches,
and greatest draft of twenty-six feel. The
unsheathed ships are slightly smaller and
on the same lengtlh are seven and one-half
Inches narrower and 400 tons less displace-
ment. BDoth classes of battleships will com-
pare with any in the world, not only afloat,
but projected, for they will have a apeed of
At least pineteen knots, which Ix expected
to run up to nineteen and one-half, a great
pace for a battlesbip, which will be
miintained by twin screw engines of 19,000
borse-power, supplied by twenty-four water
tube bollers.

Armament of Battleships,

The radical difference in the battleships
to the outward appearance will lle in the
turrets, Each ship will carry four 12-inch
guns, These are of the extracrdinary length
of forty callbers, or twenty feet in the
bore, of the new type just turned out by the
ordnante bureau and superior In eMclency
to any 12-inch gun In the world, and at
least equal to the 13-loch guns which have
marked the maximum caliber (n the Amerli-
can navy. In the threc sheathed vessels a
pair of 8-Inch guns will be mounted on the
top of each of the 12-inch turrets. Four
other 8-Inch guns will be distributed iIn
two turrets anildships on these two vessels,

The unsheathed will have all of thelr
elght 8-loch gune mounted In four Inde-
pendent turrets, one placed at each corner
of the oblong superstructure. Both classes
of vemels, sheathed and unsheathed, will
have & broadside of twelve €-inch rapid-fire
guns on the main deck, besldes twelve 14-
pounders and twelve 2-poundérs nnd a num-
ter of automatie guns, making the battery
more formidable than any afloat; as far as
ability to concentrate fire and throw welght
ol metal Is concerned.

In the matter of defensive power the
battleships of both classes are unsurpassed,
carrying an elght-foot wide belt of armor,
eight inches thick over the vitals of the
ship, tapering to four inches at the ends,
The 6-inch guns will be plagdd behind the
protection of six inches of ‘Walld hardened
steel and the turrets will yary from ten to
eleven inches in thickness. A curved turtle-
back protective deck and a cofferdam belt
all around the water line, stuffed with
eallulose, will afford further yrotection.
Blectricity will be used in the battleships
to much greater extent than in any other
ships afioat and the use of wood will be re-
stricted to the minimum.

Crulsers the Fineat Afloat.

The six armorsd crulsers represent the
highest development of the naval «<on-
structor's art, for Chiet Constructor Hich-
born has not only managed to design In
them ships as fleet as any forelgn pavy
can boast, but has endowed them with the
qualities of battleships at many points.
Thres of these ships are to he rheathed
and three are to be unsheathed. Of a lesn
displacement than the battleships, 13,800
tons in the case of the sheathed, and 13,400
in the case of the unaheathed crulsers, these
vessels are still conslderably longer, being
[02 feot on ths water line, with a breadth
of seventy feet and a draft of twenty-six
feet, slx inches. Quadruple twin screws of
23,000 horse-power, supplled by thirty boll-
ers, will propel these great ships at a
minimum speed of twentiy-two knots per
hour, and, with capacities for 2,000 tons of
ocal in thelr bunkers, their endurance will
surpasa that of any similar forelgn vessel.
Each crulser will carry four 8-inch guns in
Hichborn-balanced turrets, four é-lnch guns
In sponsons at each corner of the super-
strugture, and ten 6-inch broadside guns,
besldos the vsual second battery. Bix inches
of hardened stecl will extend In a belt
around the ships, seven fest six Inches broad,
and the guns in the citadel mnd super-
structure are proportionately protected. A
heavy protective deck and cofferdam belt
complets the protectlon.

ABUSE OF MAIL PRIVILEGES

MReduction in Second Class Matter—
Government OfMcials Ameng
the Ofenders.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The report of
the third assistant postmaster general
shows that the total recelpts from all
sources of postal revenus during the year
amounted to $102,854,679, while the ex-
penditures reached $107,740,267. The value
of the total number of .pieces of stamped
paper issued to postmasters was $O7.687,771,
A net increass over the lssue of the previ-
ous year of §7,636,111.

The report says that the most of tha
abuses of the second-class mall matter
privileges have been eliminated or curs
talled, but urges legislation on *'book
gerials,” “premiums for subscriptions” und
the ‘“‘return of unsold matter to news
agents.” It is also asked that congress be
urged to pass an act consolidating the third
and fourth classes of mall matter, HRecom-
mendation |8 made that the sum of §10,000
be appropriated for the Issuance free to
the public of a pamphlet containing postal
information for reference.

The report comments upon the excessive
number of articles registered free by the
legislative departments and says the abuse
of the registered mall in this respect will
continue until congress acts in the matter.
It s sald that could the amount pald as
indemnity for lost registered first-class
domestic mall be ralsed to the full valus,
not exceeding $200, many letters which
now pass in the ordinary malls would be
gathered Into the registered mall. An In-
demnity fund not exceeding $25,000 Is estl-
mated to be sufMclent for this purpose,
